Must make 
personal request 
for deferment 


There will be no delay in the 
physical examination or classifi­ 
cation of IS year old boys who 
are in high school. They will also 
receive induction orders. 
Those 
who arc in the last semester of 
their school work can obtain a 
deferment until after graduation 
provided they personally request 
the delay for the purpose of com­ 
pleting their school w'ork. 
The following procedure is out­ 
lined by State Headquarters for 
the draft board to follow: 
1. Order the high school student 
for local board physical examina­ 
tion in sequence of order number. 
2. Classify him in 1-A if his 
medical form indicates no disqual­ 
ifying defects. 
3. After the appeal period has 
passed, and if no appeal is taken, 
mail him an order to report for 
induction. (This means of course 
that the man would be ordered for 
induction if and when the local 
board had such a call for man­ 
power from headquarters, and does 
not 
necessarily 
metn 
that 
ten 
days after his classification he 
would be automatically called in 
for service). 
4. Do not 
postpone induction 
unless the registrant submits evi­ 
dence that he is attending high 
school, or sipiilar institution of 
learning, and that he is in the 
last half of the school’s academic 
year, and, in w riting, requests that 
his induction be postponed until 
the end of the school’s academic 
year. 
D. R. Rippey, chairman of the

selective service board in 
announcing the procedure that his 
board must follow, does not want 
parents of the boys to be unduly 
alarmed. Whether or not the boy 
enters the service while still in 
high school depends upon the boy 
himself. 
“I do not want boys who re­ 
ceive orders to report for phy­ 
sical examination to immediately 
drop out of high school. 
“The board has the right to de­ 
fer them until the end of the 
school year upon presentation of 
evidence that they are continu­

ice and the various 
phases - of 
scouting that, if edited and pub­ 
lished, would to some boys prove 
as exciting reading as certain well 
known books of adventure. 


Early Schooling 
Mr. Kyger was born in Dan­ 
ville, Illinois. His father, an en­ 
gineer on the Alton railroad for

years, is now retired,

While in Birmingham, he enlisted 
in the Pioneer Platoon of the Head­ 
quarters Company, 51st Infantry 
of the Sixth Division, a unit of the 
regular army.

This may be 
compared with $9,500,000 for Jan ­ 
uary, 1942, and $8,000,000 for De­ 
cember, 1942. Of the total of $8,- 
500,000, mentioned above, repre­ 
senting all building in the Chicago 
area $7,572,239 is for industrial 
building. Other 
building of all 
kinds amounted to only $948,809. 
In considering the building sit? 
uation, it cannot be emphasized 
too much that construction for wrar 
production has swallowed up every 
thing else. A glance at the figures 
for January a year ago brings 
this out more clearly. In January, 
1942, total building for the region 
wras $9,541,345. Analysis of the re­ 
ports for that month shows that 
only $1,952,373 was for industrial 
building, leaving a balance of $7,- 
588,972 
representing 
all 
other 
building. If one wishes to know’ 
therefore what has happened to 
building not concerned with w ar 
plants, these are the figures — 
$948,809 
for January, 1943, 
as 
against 
$7,588,972 
for January, 
1942. 
The home building reports show 
an even more drastic decrease in 
both the number of homes and 
the value, the falling off in value 
being much greater than the de­ 
cline in number of homes started. 
In January, 1943, 101 homes wrere 
given permits and their value was 
$397,325. In January, 1942, 716 
homes were begun and their value 
was $4,509,174. So, it is seen that 
the 
Chicago 
region 
opened 
up 
home building this year with per­ 
mits for only one-seventh of the 
usual number of homes, and that 
the value of these homes is only 
one-eleventh of the values report­ 
ed for January, 1942. 
Of the 89 suburban towns re­ 
porting this year, only 9 issued 
home 
permits in January. The 
city of Chicago reported only 12 
homes valued at $39,600 as against 
246 a year ago at $1,420,500. 
Repairs 
No building need demands atten­ 
tion more urgently than that of J 
the repair cl nomes. It seems to 
be overlooked 
that repairs to 
homes may be made without any 
restrictions. 
Builders 
should in­ 
form their customers of this fact, 
but apparently they are not doing 
so, for repairs in January in the 
suburban towms amounted to only 
$60,226, as compared with $214,- 
616 in January a year ago. Cook, 
Du Page, 
Kane and 
Lake re­ 
pairs reported for the month of 
January reached the grand total 
of $2,675! 
Such figures simply 
mean that the homes whose pre­ 
servation is so essential now’, are, 
as somebody misquoted the old 
adage, “Going to Rot and Ruin!” 
A year ago when 700 homes per 
month were being built, residential 
occupancy was blimbing to cap­ 
acity. Now good authority states 
that occupancy is 99.6 per cent. 
Yet few of the war plants are in 
full production and hence not fully 
1 manned. Some of the largest — 
Douglas Aircraft, 
Chrysler and 
the Aluminum company — might 
not be running at full speed until 
next fall or even next year. Will 
decent, economical housing be rea- 
,dy for their workers when need­ 
ed ? 
The stoppage of home building j 
does not appear to be consistent ; 
with the government's planning J 
for. the war. Nothing could be 
more evident than that the plan­ 
ning is for a long war — other­ 
wise why should plants be under 
construction W’hich cannot contrib­ 
ute to the w’ar effort for* months 
to 
come ? It W’ould be logical 
to begin at once to build the 
homes Blat will be required to i 
serve these plants so that both | 
the industries and the homes may 
be completed simultaneously. Oth­ 


erwise Chicago may see camps o f ^ 
trailers, tents and shacks — u n ­ 
sanitary conditions unfit for Am­ 
erican families — such as those 
which 
hampered 
In d u strie 
pro­ 
duction 
in D etroit and 
Mobile, 
resulting inevitably in inefficient^ 
labor 
in the 
plants 
and 
in a 
slowing down of the w ar effort.

OPA amends 
coal stove 


lestiictions 


If the exceptionally cold winter 
has made you worry about get­ 
ting through the current period 
with your fuel oil ration, why not 
look into the coal stove situation? 
Spring will be here soon and your 
heating problems will be over for 
this season, but there’s another 
winter coming and a streamlined 
coal stove will be good insurance 
for warmth then. 
Under regulations for rationing 
of coal heating stoves as amended 
by the Office of Price Adminis­ 
tration, any person who hasn’t re­ 
ceived sufficient oil for health and 
comfort of fuel oil rationing, may 
obtain from their local W ar Price 
and Rationing Board, a certificate 
to purchase a coal stove. 
Others eligible for coal stoves 
are persons who never have had 
any heating device, those whose 
present stove has worn beyond re­ 
pair, and those who will replace 
an oil-fired 
space 
with a coal 
stove. 
The new coal units are far dif­ 
ferent from the hideous black pot­ 
bellied stoves of old. Their porce­ 
lain covered steel cabinets fit as 
gracefully into a modern home as 
a piece of furniture. Approximate­ 
ly 280,000 of the new stoves have 
been produced since early Decem­ 
ber, the W ar Production Board re­ 
ports, and these, plus current pro­ 
duction, are expected to meet the 
needs of eligible persons for this 
heating season. 
Those applying for certificates 
to obtain coal stoves to supplement 
oil heat need not turn in any fuel 
oil coupons, but must pledge to 
turn in coupons saved through use 
of the coal stove at the expiration 
of a heating period. 
They 
also 
must pledge to have the stove in­ 
stalled and placed in operation im­ 
mediately on issuance of the cer­ 
tificate. 
The OPA points out that the 
new stoves provide adequate heat 
and are, designed so they may be 
connected 
directly with a living 
room fireplace. 
Self-f iring, they 
will hold a full day's supply of 
coal. If doors to other rooms are 
left open the stoves provide almost 
enougn neat tor otner areas. An 
oil furnace and a stove were both 
used in one test, and the furnace 
thermostat operated briefly 
only 
during the week.

Q. W hat do the numbers on the 
stamps mean? 
A. The number is the ration value 
of that stamp and is to be used 
to pay for that food in points 
just as you will pay for the 
food in dollars and cents too.

Yes, if you can find sufficient 
supply on hand at your gro­ 
cers. 
Suppose my retailer is out of 
a food I w'ant to buy before the 
ration period is over. May I 
save my stamps and use them 
during the next period instead? 
No. Your point ration stamps 


are good only during the period 
for which they are 
declared 
valid. They must be used dur­ 
ing the time alloted to them 
just as your sugar and coffee 
stamps. 
Q. What do I do with the stamps 
I don’t use? 
A. Destroy them as they are of 
no use after their designated 
time is over. 
Q. Will the point values of foods 
stay the sam e? 
A. No, they will fluctuate as the 
supply changes. Changes will 
not be made more often than 
once a month. 
Cut the ration point scale from 
your newspaper and put it in a 
conspicuous place in the kitchen. 
Consult it every time you plan to 
buy a rationed food. 
Remember 
to plan carefully, buy carefully 
and serve temptingly all available 
foods. This will take a bit more 
time than before but the results 
will be worth the trouble.

lall electric appliances, and 
iere are sharp restrictions 
ice cream, flavoring syr­ 
ia and candy. Second, with 
shortage of doctors who 
£ being called into the 
led services, the druggist is re­ 
lining his place as the advisor to 
public on treatm en t of m inor 
lent.s. 
M oreover, the shortage 
d o cto rs has helped the druggists

and sale of 
irm aceutieals 
and 
preventive 
licines, 
particualrly

lucts. 
'here was good reason for the

is sold in drug stores. 
The 
repeople have dem anded drug stores 
near a t hand, but have not pro­ 
vided enough strictly drug business 
to m ake th e operation of a store 
profitable. The average drug store 
last year did between 60 and 65 
per cent of its gross volume in 
f;ion-drug item s. About 20 per cent 
of th eir sales were of m agazines, 
cigars and cigarettes, and candy.

belt setting records 


Reports published 
by various 
agencies 
predicting 
that 
cattle 
feeding would fall far below aver­ 
age during 1943 in the com belt 
states are shown to be erroneous 
by the January I survey of this 
year made by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, states P. E. 
Johnston, of the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture. 


The number on feed for market 
in the ll com belt states on the 
first of this year was 8 per cent 
larger than a year ago and the 
largest number ever on feed in 
these states at that date. 
Ship­ 
ments of feeder cattle into these 
states from July through Decem­ 
ber were materially larger in 1942 
than in 1941.

The survey also shows that the 
number now on feed is larger than 
a year ago in all com belt states 
except Minnesota, with the largest 
percentage 
increases 
in 
South 
Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas. In 
those states the 1942 com crop was 
much better than for several years. 
Increases in cattle feeding this 
year are a result of a marked in­ 
crease in the number of farmers 
feeding cattle, rather than from 
increased feeding by regular cattle 
feeders, Johnston pointed out. This 
accounts fcr the fact that many 
early predictions were erroneous, 
as they were drawn from inter­ 
views with only old-time feeders 
who were disturbed last 
fall by 
price ceilings. 


Cattle on feed this winter in­ 
clude a smaller proportion than 
usual of heavy feeders and calves, 
and a larger proportion of medium- 
weight feeders of from 750 to 1,- 
000 pounds. Illinois farmers, with 
more on feed now than a year ago, 
are doing their part to help swell 
the supply of beef available for 
domestic 
consumption 
and 
for 
shipment abroad. 


Maybe the “small fly” in the 
family will have to be forceably 
reminded to wash their hands a 
little better as a New Year's res­ 
olution and a patriotic duty! At 
any rate the family hand towels 
are not so easy to replace these 
days, according to Miss Dorothy 
Iwig, home furnishings special­ 
ist, University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
Hence youngsters in the family 
will have to do a little better 
job of getting the soil off their 
hands into the wash water and 
not onto the towels. Ifs much 
easier to wash 12 partially soiled 
towels than tq w^sh six badly 
soiled ones, says Miss Iwig.

Usually January, with its “white 
sales,” has been a time to re­ 
plenish the linen supply, but tex­ 
tile mills are taxed to the limit 
with war orders. Sheets and pil­ 
low cases, as well as bath, hand 
and face towels, will need to be 
given more care. 
To extend the 
lifetime of bed linen, it is nec­ 
essary to see that it is of suffi­ 
cient length and to distribute the 
W'ear. Home economists have found 
by 
test 
that 
sheets 
wear out 
most quickly where the sleeper's 
shoulders rest. Therefore, the sug­ 
gestion is to reverse the sheet q£ 
alternate changes — put the top 
at the bottom of the bed.

Fix that bed 
If loosened springs and snags 
on the bed frame have damaged 
some of the sheets, the remedy 
is to 
sandpaper the snags and 
bend down the 
edges of the 
springs so that the sheets won’t 
catch on them. 
Along with suggesting that lin­ 
ens be laundered before they are 
too soiled, Miss Iwig emphasized 
the fact that sheets, pillow cases 
and towels should not be allowed 
to 
freeze 
on the 
clothes 
line, 
for this weakens the fiber. 
Towels which are creased in dif­ 
ferent places rather than at the 
same ones 
time after time wdien 
thev are ironed will wear longer. 


Udders of dairy cow's are among 
the most vital machines in the en­ 
tire war effort and must be pro­ 
tected, since they do a tremendous 
amount of w'ork in making milk 
from the nutrients in the blood 
streams of cows, says K. E. Gard 
ner, dairy extension specialist of 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
In order to secrete one pou 
of milk, an udder must handle 400 
pounds of blood. Hence a cow pro­ 
ducing IO pounds 
of milk daily 
must pump about eight tons of 
blood through the udder. Consid­ 
erable care and attention are nec­ 
essary to keep this highly sensi­ 
tive mechanism producing at its 
most efficient level. 
During the winter, dairy cows 
should be provided with plenty of 
good, dry bedding and an effort 
must be made to keep it under 
the udders of cows. This bedding 
protects the udder from the cole 
and dampness of concrete 
floors 
and also helps prevent 
injuries 
Stall divisions between cows are 
recommended, as they prevent me­ 
chanical injuries to the udder and 
teats. 
Such 
injuries frequently 
lead to serious udder diseases. Stall 
divisions may be made from pip­ 
ing or even from wTood. 
Need Room 
Large cow's should 
be given 
enough room to insure comfort. In 
cases where the stall is too short, 
some dairymen have 
put small 
wooden stall extensions out into 
the gutter. This obviously aids in 
protecting the udder also. 
In case of obstruction in the 
teat canal, or from other reasons 
it is sometimes necessary to use 
milking tubes. This is a dangerous 
procedure, as it frequently intro­ 
duces disease organisms into the 
udder. It should not be done un­ 
less unavoidable, and then the tube 
should be boiled and the teat dis­ 
infected before the tube is insert­ 
ed. Extreme care must also be ex­ 
ercised in using teat dilators. Care­ 
ful use of milking machines re­ 
quires that the manufacturer’s in-

This 
information, accordin gto Bull, is 
being made available immediately 
through a booklet entitled “Meat 
Sharing,” available free of charge 
from the extension service in agri­ 
culture and home economics, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture. Forty-eight cuts of pork, 
lamb, veal and beef have been list­ 
ed along with 
the approximate 
servings for each pound and the 
weight of each serving. 
For example, a pound of pork 
loin roast will yield three to four 
servings of meat weighing about 
five ounces apiece; small 
pork 
chops will average about four to 
the pound, while large pork chops 
run three to the pound. Breast, leg, 
loin chops, rib chops, shoulder and 


stew meat of lamb yield three serv­ 
ings to the pound with each serv­ 
ing weighing from 
four to six 
ounces. 
Of the veal cuts of meat, roast 
and stews tend to yield more serv­ 
ings than chops and cutlets on the 
pound basis. The former cuts yield 
from five to six or three to four 
servings, while chops and cutlets 
yield only three servings. 
Beef cuts of meat which yield 
four or more servings to the pound 
are tongue, round, meat loaf, liver, 
stew, ground beef, 
flank 
steak, 
cube steak, corned beef, chop suey, 
chipped beef and chili. Those cuts 
which offer at least three servings 
to the pound are chuck ribs, sir­ 
loin other than hipbone, rolled rib 
roasts, rump, shoulder round and 
possibly plate. Such retail cuts of 
beef as porterhouse,, standing rib 
roast and club steaks offer only 
two servings to the pound. 
The booklet also contains sug­ 
gested 
meal 
plans 
for keeping 
within the meat allowance. Three 
plans are offered showing what 
meats might be served each day 
of the week. Total allowances for

Illinois fruit growers, who are 
already gravely concerned over la­ 
bor shortages, are also faced with 
a developing critical shortage in 
wooden bushel baskets, according 
to L. L. Col vis, director of fruit 
and vegetable marketing for the

A combination of factors has 
apparently made it impossible tor 
basket manufacturers to keep up 
with the demand for the past sev­ 
eral months. 
Increased cost of 
logs, shortage of labor, weather 
conditions, and wire 
allocations 
have all contributed to the situa­ 
tion. A number of factories have 
closed entirely, and almost all oth­ 
ers are operating at less than full' 
capacity. 
Southern 
growers 
are 
now unable to purchase sufficient 
baskets, and if the fruit and veg­ 
etable crop is normal, there is 
very little chance that the manu­ 
facturers will be able to fully 
supply Illinois needs 
this year, 
Colvis said. 
Must Conserve 
Under 
these 
conditions, 
used 
wooden containers are going to be 
vitally needed, and 
every 
care 
should be taken to conserve them. 
The consumer can help greatly by 
returning empty wooden baskets 
to the retail store. They are being 
sold back to the farmer who can 
use them again this year. While 
thev are not as satisfactory as new 
ones, they are better than none, 
and will probably be the means of 
marketing some food that would 
otherwise be wasted, Colvis point­ 
ed out.
